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EBARC DIGITAL COMMITTEE MEETS

On Feb 24 the EBARC Digital Communications 
Qourittee and the East Bay Packet Radio 

Assn. met at the Richmond Red Cross. 
Present were N6EEG, KA60LK, KB6MER, KE6AD, 
WD6CMU, N6ASB, KB6JZM, and NI6A. 


Status on the various projects were 
reviewed and evaluated covering wé6cus-l, 
n6eeg, wd6cmu-1, wd6cmu-12 and the wa6rdh- 
11 projects. 


Policy and sysop duties were approved. The 
14.111 BBS SkipNet BBS Net Charter was 
discussed by N6EEG. The committee agreed 
that it made little sense to ban third 
party traffic handling with  AsiaNet 
countries as long as the traffic was passed 
through countries that did have third party 
traffic amongst themselves. 


A fund was created for N6EEG BBS to change 
from the Xerox 820 BBS to an IBM system. 


A fund was created for the wd6cmu-12/w6pw- 
10/wd6cmu-1 triple port Net/Rom_ node 
meueddsed veLOr 223-52, 0220-90 and "144-97 
MHz. 


Maintenance problems at wé6cus-1 bbs were 

iscussed because of the lack of skilled 
volunteers. On the negative side, it was 
demonstrated that the W6CUS-1 BBS was no 
longer essential for efficient network 
functioning as there are now other BBS that 
mow can do the same linking jobs. Also 
there are other BBS that are available from 
the Berkeley/Richmond Oakland areas for 
user access. Furthermore because of the 
lack of sysop activity some messages were 
being delayed and the user frequency of 
144.97 was somewhat degraded. The list of 
messages were too long. Some messages were 
not being forwarded resulting in a 
degradation of the network. Various 
solutions were proposed short of closing 
down some ports or the BBS entirely. 


On the plus side, it was pointed out that 
if such a complex system was required to 
perform during a disaster; it would be best 
to keep it functional on a daily basis. 
This was the best argument for not closing 
down the BBS at this time. N6ASB, KE6AD, 
and KB6MER indicated that they may be able 
to help rectify the situation. Time will 
ell; but the ultimate fate of 
“California's oldest packet HF/VHF packet 
GateWay BBS is still not finalized.

At the May EBARC meeting I volunteered to 
head up a special events HF station at the 
@akland Airport Hilton on May 31 as there 
- were no other’ takers. Doug, N6JNK, 
arranged for Jack, WB6WGX, to get in touch 
with me a week later, and Jack and I 
arranged for a look at the Airport Hilton 
the following week to see what would be 
needed. This occurred less than 2 weeks 
before the actual event. 


What was requested was communications to 
Brisbane Australia on May 31 from 1830 PDT 
to 2100 PDT (June 1 0130 GMT - 0400 GMT) in 
support of the gala celebration banquet in 
Oakland commemorating the first trans- 
Pacific airflight by a joint Australian and 
American crew which left Oakland on May 31, 
1928 and arrived in Brisbane, Australia on 
June 9 after 10 grueling days. 


A letter was-written to the Queensland Air 
Museum curator to help arrange amateur 
a operators there. Just in case, I sent 


“= packet message to VK4AHD, Brian Beamsly, 


the SysOp at AX4BBS packet radio BBS in 


Brisban=, to contact the curator there and 
ascertain if he needed any help with the 
amateur radio interface. As it turned out, 
no amateurs had been conta .cted so Brian 
volunteered to take off of work and become 
the Brisbane contact point. He also 
arranged for amateur packet-grams to be 
sent to the Oakland Celebration from the 
Wayor of Brisbane, the Governor of 
Queensland and the Prime Minister of 
Austmlia as wellas others via the W6CUS-1 
packet BBs-.in Richmond! This is the first 
known time that amateur packet radio has 
been used to convey a message the head of 
state of a major nation. 


On hand at both ends of the circuit will be 


many dignitaries and celebrities and of 
course the EBARC at the Oakland side! 


The most successful ingredient was 
determined to be a good antenna system on 
hoth ends (also the most difficult). We 
M) cided to install the crank-up tower and 


beam that used to be at the Salvayion 
Arm Joe, WB6DOB, was put in charge of 
the team to get this most important part 
operational. The beam was moved to wbédob's 
qth and with the help of ka6olk, kb6jzm, 
and others cleaned up and reassembled. 


On Memorial Day, May 30, the 250 pound 
tower and the beam were moved from KA60LK's 
QTH to the Oakland Hilton with WA60DB's 
truck. The tower was raised and the beam 
assembled and checked out thanks to the 
help of N6EEG, N6KMK, N6ASB, WA6ODB, 
WB6DOB, KAG6OLK, KB6QPO, N6PAW, KB6J2éM 
WB6WGZ and Bob Hughes.

It is sixty years to the day, 31st May,
